The  polls  to  close  at  7:00  P.M.  of  the  same  day  and  at  eight  of  the 
clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  at  the  same  place  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,619.80  (Additional  Highway  Subsidy  Funds)  for  the  purpose  of  high- 
way improvements. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $7,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  improvements  to  Brookline 
Road,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes 
under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  241,  N.H.R.S.A. 
as  amended,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the  date  and 
place  of  payment  of  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of 
interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town  of  Mason. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $600  for  the  purpose  of  updating  the  town  tax  map  or  take 
any  other  action  with  respect  thereto. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.  for  a  re-appraisal  capital  reserve  fund  in  compliance 
with  N.H.  RSA  35:1  (c)  for  the  purpose  of  the  re-appraisal  of  the  real 
estate  located  within  the  Town  for  tax  assessment  purposes  and  to 
further  direct  the  Selectmen  to  proceed  to  re-appraise  all  properties 
now  located  within  the  Town. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$15,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  1983  payment  on  the  Loader  Note 
and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $12,000  for  this  purpose  from  the  Fed- 
eral Revenue  Sharing  Fund  with  the  balance  of  $3,000  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  or  take  any  other  action  with  respect  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,100  for  the  purchase  of  two  demand  type  air  masks  and 
the  conversion  of  two  present  masks  or  take  any  other  action  with 
respect  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $900  to  support  the  Community  Council  of  Nashua  or  take  any 
other  action  with  respect  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  townspeople  of  Mason,  in  public  session 
convened,  shall  express  their  sincere  appreciation  for  and  satisfaction 
with  the  services  rendered  to  the  Town  by  Police  Chief  Fred  Gil  son 
during  all  of  the  past  12  years  that  he  has  served  in  that  position. 
In  addition  we  resolve  that  the  following  represents  our  feelings  and 
wishes  regarding  past  and  future  operations  of  the  police  department. 

(1)  We  have  been  especially  satisfied  with  the  quiet,  dedicated, 
efficient,  and  thoroughly  professional  manner  in  which  he  has  adminis- 
tered and  conducted  the  affairs  of  his  department. 

(2)  We  have  been  satisfied  with  previous  spending  budgets  and  his 
managing  thereof. 

(3)  We  approve  of  and  encourage  his  handling  of  domestic,  juvenile, 
and  numerous  non-criminal  complaints  without  unnecessary  publicity 

and  with  great  concern  for  the  legitimate  right  to  privacy  and  personal 
reputations  of  the  persons  involved. 

(4)  We  desire  and  appreciate  the  24-hour-every-day  response  of  the 
Chief  and  his  department  to  all  calls,  and  declare  that  a  detailed 
daily  log  of  all  activities  is  not  required  as  proof  that  the  Town 
has  received  full  value  for  the  modest  compensation  paid  therefor. 

(5)  We  specifically  do  not  wish  for  the  Chief  or  his  department  to 
maintain  detailed  records  of  police  activity,  all  of  which  are  avail- 
able for  public  scrutiny  and  publication  by  the  press  under  the  state's 
"right-to-know"  statutes,  other  than  as  required  or  mandated  by  law 
for  the  prosecution  of  criminal  actions,  or  where  civil  action  against 
the  Town  is  threatened  or  considered  reasonably  likely. 

(6)  Recognizing  the  legal  right  of  the  Selectmen  to  administer  the 
police  department,  we  nevertheless  advise  them  that  we  wish  for  no 
unwarranted  intrusions  by  untrained  and  unskilled  persons  into  the 
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day-to-day  administration  of  the  department's  business.  Neither  will 
we  condone  any  reductions  in  the  services  hitherto  provided  by  the 
Chief  and  his  part-time  officers,  whether  by  budget  reductions,  admin- 
istrative orders,  or  unreasonable  requirements  for  time  consuming 
report  generation. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Conser- 
vation Commission  to  retain  the  unexpended  portion  of  its  1983  appro- 
priation, said  funds  to  be  placed  in  a  special  Conservation  Fund  in 
accordance  with  RSA  36-A:5. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ban  the  use  of  unvented 
space  heaters  in  any  structure  used  for  human  habitation  within  the 
confines  of  the  Town  of  Mason,  NH. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support 
of  immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce 
acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  economy  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Mason.  These 
actions  will  include: 

1.  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain,  sulfur 
dioxide  emissions,  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  government 
of  Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to  this  same  goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
New  Hampshire  Congressional  Delegation  and  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  regulations 
pertaining  to  alarm  systems.  (Copies  of  these  regulations  are  available 
at  the  town  hall . )

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  absorbed  two  new  members  in  1982  with  the 
Chairman  having  only  one  year's  experience.  Despite  personality  and 
philosophical  differences,  the  Board  has  worked  well  together,  striv- 
ing for  efficiency  and  economy  in  town  government.  Some  of  our  accom- 
plishments during  this  past  year  were  the  securing  of  a  town  insurance 
package  which  affords  better  coverage  at  substantial  savings;  place- 
ment of  a  maintenace  contract  for  town  cemetaries;  greater  attention 
applied  to  the  illegal  registration  in  Mason  of  vehicles  belonging 
to  non-residents',  and  the  collection  of  timber  taxes  due  the  community, 

All  of  these  accomplishments,  as  well  as  bid  purchasing  of  fuels 
and  other  supplies  for  the  town  are  only  good  business  practice  which 
you  have  a  right  to  expect  and  demand  from  selectmen. 

Two  selectmen  attended  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Assessing 
School.  This  will  help  the  selectmen  in  their  responsibilities  as 
assessors. 

The  selectmen,  in  attempt  to  create  greater  equity  between  land 
and  building  values  in  town,  reassessed  land  frontage;  this  created 
significant  controversy  among  town  residents,  underscoring  the  need 
for  a  complete  evaluation  in  1984.  The  selectmen  acknowledge  there 
are  still  inequities  in  the  town's  property  assessments  which  are 
published  in  this  town  report  for  your  information. 

We  have,  and  are  continuing,  to  evaluate  all  areas  of  expenditure 
in  town.  We  have  tried  to  get  some  data  together  from  the  police  de- 
partment so  we  can  evaluate  the  business  practices  of  that  department 
as  we  do  to  the  highway  department  and  other  areas  of  town  expenses. 
We  have  not  yet  met  with  success  in  this  endeavor. 

This  coming  year  we  need  to  evaluate  more  closely,  the  tax  levies 
from  the  School  District  and  from  the  County.  In  the  School  District, 
we  need  to  substantiate  that  we  are  being  charged  only  for  children 
that  are  really  Mason  residents. 

We  also  need  to  evaluate  the  manner  of  State  and  Federal  funding 
to  ensure  that  we  are  getting  the  maximum  possible  financial  assist- 
ance. We  intend  to  open  lines  of  communication  with  our  state  and 
federal  officials  to  facilitate  this  and  other  matters. 

The  selectmen  meet  on  Tuesday  evenings  at  7:30  PM.  These  are 
public  meetings  held  in  the  Town  Hall  so  there  is  room  for  you  to 
come,  observe  and  participate.  Please  feel  welcome.  We  want  to  hear 
from  you  on  issues  of  concern.  Phone  us  at  home,  stop  us  in  the 
street. . .we  want  your  opinions  and  your  questions. 

Once  again,  we  ask  for  volunteers  to  serve  on  town  boards,  corn- 
mi  ttes  and  offices.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  in  1981,  the 
Mason  Planning  Board  has  begun  updating  Mason's  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations to  reflect  the  goals  stated  in  the  Plan.  This  is  a  formidable 
task  that  will  take  several  years  to  complete.  The  approach  we  have 
adopted  is  to  implement  a  few  of  the  Plan's  goals  at  a  time,  propos- 
ing revisions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Regulations  as 
necessary.  This  year,  we  have  produced  a  new  set  of  Road  Specifica- 
tions to  ensure  that  new  roads  built  in  town  will  have  a  minimum  fin- 
ancial impact  on  Mason's  taxpayers.  Concurrently,  we  are  revising 
and  improving  some  of  our  working  documents.  Our  subdivision  regula- 
tions now  contain  a  revised  subdivision'  application  procedure,  and  a 
new  application  form  has  been  designed  to  be  easier  to  use  for  sub- 
dividers  and  planning  board  members  alike. 

This  Spring,  we  will  be  discussing  the  adoption  of  a  growth  tim- 
ing program.  Citizen  input  is  both  a  welcome  and  necessary  part  of 
this  process.  Please  participate.

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The  Souhegan  Valley  Ambulance  Service 
1982 

During  1982  The  Souhegan  Valley  Ambulance  Service  provided  the 
best  in  ambulance  service  for  the  people  in  the  four  neighboring  towns 
of  Mason,  Temple,  Greenville  and  New  Ipswich  at  a  surprisingly  reason- 
able cost  for  each  of  us.  This  is  possible  only  because  of  the  ded- 
icated volunteer  service  of  many  of  your  neighbors  and  friends. 

We  see  the  ambulance  go  by  with  siren  wailing  and  lights  flashing. 
What  we  don't  see  are  the  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  hours  of  training, 
refresher  courses  and  special  classes  attended  by  our  Driver/ Attend- 
ants in  order  that  our  townspeople  may  have  the  best  possible  ambulance 
service;  some  1500  man  hours  of  training  in  1982  alone. 

The  medical  world  is  ever  changing.  To  keep  up  with  these 
changes,  the  Service  will  schedule  for  1983  periodic  training  sessions 
with  guest  speakers  who  are  specialists  in  their  field,  such  as  hypo- 
thermia, as  well  as  additional  training  for  EOA  (Esophageal  Obturator 
Airway)  and  MAST  (Medical  Anti-Trust  Trousers)  through  Burbank  Hospital 
in  Fitchburg.  Souhegan  now  has  arrangements  with  both  Burbank  and 
Monadnock  Community  Hospitals  for  these  sophisticated  services.  As 
part  of  the  on-going  training  of  the  EMT's,  they  must  be  recertified 
every   two  (2)  years  which  requires  that  they  participate  in  at  least 
48  hours  of  refresher  courses  and  advanced  training  at  that  time. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  many  hours  of  volunteer  ser- 
vice on  the  maintenance  of  vehicles  and  equipment,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  other  community  services  carried  on  by  the  Driver/Attendants. 

One  of  the  two  ambulances  is  near  the  end  of  its  useful  life. 
For  some  time,  we  have  had  a  committee  hard  at  work  looking  for  a  re- 
placement vehicle  that  will  meet  our  needs  yet  be  paid  for  with  funds 
for  the  most  part  already  in  our  capital  account.  The  estimated  cost 
will  be  between  $40,000  and  $50,000  for  the  ambulance  and  equipment. 
This  will  be  accomplished  in  1983. 

Extensive  revisions  in  the  Service's  insurance  program  were 
instituted  in  1982  providing  better  overall  coverage  for  less  cost. 

In  spite  of  continuing  inflation,  The  Souhegan  Valley  Ambulance 
Service  has  been  able  to  project  a  decrease  in  per  person  costs  for 
1983,  without  reducing  the  high  quality  of  our  service  in  any  way.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1982 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  regularly  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  the  month  during  1982. 

Liz  Fletcher  continued  to  negotiate  with  the  B  &  M  Railroad  Com- 
pany regarding  acquisition  of  their  right-of-way  through  Mason.  As 
of  late  1982,  the  railroad  company  has  not  made  the  decision  formally 
to  abandon  the  property,  a  step  required  before  the  town  can  move  to 
acquire  the  land.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  considering  a  leasing 
program  whereby  the  railroad  rights-of-way  would  be  maintained  in  an 
undeveloped  condition  and  managed  for  recreational  uses.  The  Commis- 
sion will  continue  to  pursue  this  matter. 

In  April,  the  Commission  printed  and  distributed  to  all  residents 
of  the  town,  an  informative  brochure  on  the  gypsy  moth  problem.  The 
brochure  recommended  that  natural  biological  controls,  already  in  ev- 
idence in  Southern  New  Hampshire,  be  allowed  to  take  their  course;  or, 
if  spraying  was  deemed  necessary,  that  citizens  use  a  biodegradable 
spray  containing  bacillus  thuringiensis ,  a  bacterium  disease  specific 
to  the  gypsy  moth,  rather  than  more  persistent  and  widely  toxic  sprays, 
We  were  pleased  to  see  our  predictions  fulfilled  a  few  months  later, 
when  the  gypsy  moth  caterpillars  all  curled  up  and  died  long  before 
reaching  the  pupating  stage. 

Liz  Fletcher  attended  a  workshop  on  "Water  Quality  in 
New  Hampshire"  held  in  Peterborough  in  May.  The  workshop  was  sposored 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions,  and 
presentations  covered  such  topics  as:  state  and  federal  laws  govern- 
ing water  pollution  and  control;  state  offices  and  agencies  concerned 
with  water  quality;  and  possible  approaches  to  protecting  water  re- 
sources. In  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  maintaining  and  protecting 
water  quality  is  primarily  the  responsibility  of  individual  towns, 
rather  than  of  regional  or  state  agencies.  This  underscores  the  im- 
portance of  having  an  active  conservation  commission  to  help  safeguard 
not  only  the  town's  interests,  but  also  the  interests  of  municipali- 
ties below  us  in  the  watershed. 

Conservation  Commission  members  attended  Planning  Board  hearings 
on  proposed  developments  in  cases  where  wetlands  or  other  water  re- 
sources might  be  adversely  impacted.  Members  testified  at  some  hear- 
ings regarding  special  measures  needing  to  be  taken  to  prevent  damage 
to  a  watershed,  and  in  one  case,  took  water  samples  to  be  tested  in 
anticipation  of  possible  degredation  of  water  quality  due  to  land  de- 
velopment activity.

Article  2.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $212,157.00 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
following  changes  were  made  in  the  budget.  1)  Planning  and  Zoning 
expenses  were  increased  from  $700.00  to  $1,200.00.  2)  Library 
expenses  were  increased  from  $1,700.00  to  $2,250.00.  3)  Old  Age 
Assistance  increased  from  $3,500.00  to  $5,500.00. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,258.68  (Additional 
Highway  Subsidy  Funds)  for  the  purpose  of  highway  improvements. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $940.00  to 
increase  the  Selectmen's  yearly  compensation.  Passed  with  a  written 
ballot:  75  aye,  38  nay. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,858.00  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  the  1980  balance  due  the  Wilton  Recycling 
Center. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600.00  for 
the  purpose  of  updating  the  town  tax  map.

Voted  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  revalua- 
tion of  the  town  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for 
this  purpose.  Passed  by  a  hand  vote:  51  aye,  40  nay. 

Two  amendments  to  this  article  were  defeated:  1)  To  establish 
a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  revaluation  of  the  town  in  1984,  or  the 
earliest  date  possible  thereafter  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  this  purpose.  2)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  revaluation  of  the  town  by  the 
state  department  of  revenue  administration,  property  appraisal  div- 
ision and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  this 
purpose.  The  latter  was  defeated  by  a  hand  vote:  52  nay,  34  aye. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for 
the  Fire  Truck  Replacement  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Passed  with  a 
written  ballot:  72  aye,  31  nay. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,850.00  for 
the  purpose  of  two  pages,  forestry  hose  and  Storz  conversion 
fittings. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  amking  the  1982  payment  on  the  Loader  Note  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $12,000.00  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  with  the  balance  of  $3,000.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  authorize  the  conservation  Commission  to  retain 
the  unexpended  portion  of  its  1982  appropriation,  said  funds  to  be 
replaced  in  a  special  Conservation  Fund  in  accordance  with  RSA  36-A:5 

Article  15.  Voted  to  have  the  citizens  of  Mason,  N.H.  ask  members 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Congressional  delegation  to  support  or 
co-sponsor  a  resolution  in  the  U.S.  Congress  to:

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT  FOR  MASCENIC  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

It  is  a  pleaure  to  submit  this  report  for  the  1981-82  school  year. 

The  school  year  began  with  1007  students,  583  elementary  and  424 
secondary. 

Several  new  teachers  were  added  to  the  staff.   At  the  elementary 
level  Cheryl  Deegan  and  Gail  Pierson  were  assigned  to  Appleton  and 
Jane  Anderson  and  Michael  MacMahon  bee  ime  members  of  the  secondary 
staff. 

In  an  effort  to  establish  an  additional  channel  of  communication 
within  the  secondary  school  a  Student  Advisory  Council  to  the  Super- 
intendent was  formed.   Two  students  from  grades  10,11,  and  12  were 
elected  to  represent   the  student  body.   Seniors  Jill  Hopkins  and 
Karen  Konrad;  Juniors  Geoffrey  Brock  and  Susan  Sargent;  and  Sophomores 
Robert  Ammon  and  Gary  Chauncey  gave  very  generously  of  their  time  and 
thoughts  in  a  very  responsible  and  mature  manner.   Their  efforts  were 
greatly  appreciated. 

A  special  education  resource  room  program  was  instituted  at  Apple- 
ton  Elementary  which  successfully  provided  special  education  services 
to  many  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students. 

The  school  district  voters  imposed  a  $104,199.  reduction  in  the  re- 
quested 1982-83  appropriation  at  the  annual  district  meeting  while 
approving  the  expenditure  of  $10,000.00  for  further  study  of  the  con- 
struction of  an  elementary  school  in  Greenville  as  well  as  $15,000.00 
for  several  building  improvements. 

The  budget  request  included  funds  for  the  implementation  of  a  com- 
puter education  program  at  the  secondary  level.   In  addition,  budget- 
ary planning  included  efforts  to  eliminate  the  less  than  desirable 
state  designation  of  Mascenic  School  as  a  "provisionally"  approved 
school. 

Prior  to  the  end  of  the  school  year  the  School  Board  approved  a 
plan  for  a  thorough  study  of  the  school  bus  transportation  system  in 
the  hope  that  some  long  range  savings  and  improvements  could  be 
realized  in  this  area. 

The  annual  elections  in  March  brought  the  retirement  of  School 
Board  Members  Annabel  Aldrich  and  Walter  Ammon  and  the  election  of 
David  Barry,  New  Ipswich  and  Johanna  Reilly,  Mason.   George  Doonan 
was  re-elected  in  Greenville  and  was  designated  by  the  Board  to 
continue  in  his  role  as  Chairman.   Earl  Somero  of  New  Ipswich  was 
elected  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  63  Board. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  overall  state  of  the  school 
district's  schools  and  administrative  reorganization  was  proposed 
and  implemented  in  the  spring.   A  screening  committee  made  up  of 
staff  members,  community  representatives,  and  students  ably  partici- 
pated in  the  selection  of  a  district  wide  principal.)  This  resulted 
in  the  appointment  of  Edward  C.  Martin  in  June,  1982  to  head  the 
district  schools. 
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The  school  year  closed  with  an  awareness  that  the  school  district 
was  at  a  point  of  change  in  its  history.   The  awareness  brought  out 
a  variety  of  feelings  on  the  part  of  the  students,  staff,  and  commun- 
ity members  which  reflected  varing  degrees  of  uncertainty  and  hope. 
However,  the  desire  to  improve  the  schools  by  building  on  their  many 
existing  strengths  in  the  important  areas  of  staff  and  sound  educa- 
tional programs  presented  an  exciting  challenge  to  all  of  us  who  serve 
the  young  people  of  the  Towns  of  New  Ipswich,  Greenville  and  Mason.
